- DUBLIN, WEDNESDAY, NOV. 2. 
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‘Tux report of a Special Committee, appointed to in- 
vestigate the best source of supply to furnish this 
spreading city with pure, wholesome water, has at 
length been distributed. This committee was ap- 
pointed on the 16th of May, to act upon the report 
of a previous committee. Scarcely, however, had the 
new committee been appointed, when they found they 
could not act at all. The Canal Companies, which 
had previously offered to give, atan annual rent of 
£1,500, a preferential and guaranteed supply of six 
millions of gallons daily, from the Canal, at the 
Eleventh Lock, suddenly withdrew that offer. As 
the report and plen to be considered was based upon 
this offer, the whole subject had to be reconsidered. 
and we think it a most fortunate circumstance that 
such a tergiversation took place. It is most impor- 
tant that the citizens of Dublin should know 
clearly whence, by what means, and at what 
cost, their water supply is to be obtained, 
The consent of Parliament must be procured for this 
work, and unless the plans and specifications are 
lodged early intheensuing month, nothing can be done 
for another year. As it is, the plan at last proposed 
will take four years to complete. Until that time 
comes we must console ourselves as we can with the 
hope that when the plan is completed, we will be en- 
abled to drink water which has not flowed overthe de- 
composed bodies of men and animals, 

We require, then, six additional millions of water 
daily, and this water should be free from organic 
matter, should be soít, should be so abundant as to 
afford a certainty of a constant supply, and should en- 
ter the main pipes at such an elevation as to ensure by 
gravitation high pressure service at the’highest part of 
thecity. No source would answer which did not possess 
these four requisites. 

Failing, then, in their negociation with the Cana] 
Companies, and very doubtful of an adequate supply 
from the Dodder, the committee at last bethought 
them of the largest, most abundant, and purest stream 
near the city. Chemical analysis pronounces the 
water of the Liffey to be “ exceedingly pure, totally 
free from smell and taste, destitute of any metallic 
element, soft, and therefore peculiarly suited for do- 

mestic, culinary, and lavatory uses, while it contains 
very slight traces of organic matter, and these of a 
non-putrefactive and antiseptic nature.” As this is 
the character given of the water by Dr. Apjohn, we 

cannot have a doubt of its salubrity. 

There is on the Liffey a place called Coy Ford, 

well known to anglers. It is near Osberstown 

House, nearly two miles beyond Sallins, There the 
Liffey sparkles clear as crystal, reposing after her 

race from the mountains. The water here has ele- 

vation enough, and can, it is said, be procured in the 
required quantity without seriously lessening the 
streain through the city. The plan proposes to draw 

off 6,000,000 gallons daily from the river at Coy 
Ford, and to convey it through a conduit to 
reservoirs at Kimmage, where it is to enter on one 

day, pass through two or three filtering beds, and be 
in our houses on the morrow. Knowing the Liffey well 
---for many a time we tracked her pleasant banks— 
we would prefer that the water should be drawn off 
at a higher source. Men and animals frequent the 
stream, even at Coy Ford. The committee, how- 

ever, assert that geological considerations render it 
impossible to construct a secure and perfect conduit 
in this quarter. This is precisely one of those ques- 

tions on which it is desirable to elicit public opinion. 

Is the geological structure of the Kippure district 
such as to render the construction of a conduit there 
an impossibility? We doubt it much, and will gladly 

open our columns for any discussion upon this point 

A considerable portion of the works of Loch K atrine’ 

we believe, consists of iron tunnels.

A vurr valuable lesson may be derived from the 
wreck of the Royal Charter and the perils of the 
Great Eastern. We have been building steam screw 


ships at enormous cost, and neglecting altogether 
our sailing ships. What is the lesson taught us by 


both screw and paddle engines are of little use, once 
the storm shatters the masts and rigging. We know 
that the Royal Charter used her auxiliary screw, 
but it could not keep her from a lee shore, and 
became totally useless once it became entangled in 
the wreck. The screw and paddles of the Great East- 
ern could only work for a quarter of a minute at a 
time. Inanaval battle it is remarkable that the French 
have always directed their shot against the masts 


and rigging of their enemy. If this practice be part of 
their future tactics, it is clear that after the first 
broadside the screw will be rendered powerless by 
floating ropes, sails, and spars ; these naturally fall 
astern, and are drawn in about the screw. Seaman- 
ship, then, is still valuable, and the stoker has not sup- 
planted the sailor. —The Channel Fleet was out during 
the whole of that fearful gale, and stood it nobly. 
The storm was weathered, not by the screw or steam, 
but by the management of the sails. If to this we 
add, that the largest man-of-war afloat can contain 
coals only for eight days’ censumption, and after 
that time must depend entirely upon her sails, it is 
clear that our old seamanship is still valuable, and 
that our sailing ships are, after all, of paramount im- 
portance. 


The Times on the American Embassy to Pekin :'— 

The American newspapers are occupied by a very 
long narrative of the adventures of the American Mi- 
nister in his course to Pekin, and in his successful ef- 
forts to obtain a ratification of Mr. Reed’s treaty. It 
appears thaton the Wednesday after the battle at the 
mouth of the Peiho the steam-tender Toeywan was de- 
spatched northwards upon a cruise of discovery, to as- 
certain the locality designated by the petty officers at 
the Taku Forts as the spot where the American Minis- 
ter would find the means of proceeding towards 
the capital. As the coast was dangerous and 
unsurveyed, the tender brought up at a village, 
and committed to the custody of the inhabitants a 
letter to the Governor-General of the Province 
of Chihli. This letter was answered in due course, and 
an appointment was made for an interview at Pehtang, 
which appears to be about 12 miles from the mouth of 
the Peiho, but in a position not visible from the sea. 
In this previously unknown town Mr. Ward was de- 
tained 12 days, and the description given of it is certainly 
not that of a pleasant residence. On the 20th of July 
the American Minister, having settled through the 
Chinese authorities the number of his foreign escort, 
which was limited to 20 ; having received letters of intro- 
duction from the Russian Governor of Eastern Siberia 
to the Russian Minister at Pekin ; and having been po- 
litely saluted by two Russian steamers which happened, 
by a singular felicity, to be anchored off the town, left 
his ship and confided himself to the guidance of the 
Chinese officers, who undertook to take him to their 
capital. The conveyance provided forthis journey is 
described, in the language of the American Embassv, 
as “a covered box set on one pairof wheels, in which 
the occu pant sits on cushions laid at the bottom.” The 
imbassy speculated that this box, seeing that it carried 
the traveller's baggage within and behind, and pro- 
tected him against rain and heat, might have been 
a comfortable conveyance if it had been furnished 
with springs, and if the roads had no more than 
an average quantity of ruts and holes. Thus the 
cortege started from Pehtang, directing their course 
nearly due west across a saline barren plain, and passing 
a sinall ditch-like stream which connects the Peiho with 
the Pehtang river, but had scarcely sufficient water to 
float a ship’s gig. The end of the second day’s journey 
brought them to Pehtang, a town about 12 miles above 
Tientsin, and on the Peiho river. Here they were put 
into five Chinese boats, and for five days were drawn 
by deliberate stages up the windings of the Peiho, to the 
city of Tungcbau, where the navigation ends. Again 
they had to ensconce themselves in those excruciating 
boxes, and they were jolted along the road leading to the 
capital. They describe this road with expressive horror 
as one of “ unutterable depravity.” Thus in boxes upon 
wheels, or upon Tartar ponies, or on foot, the Americans 
reached the long suburb which leads up to the Eastern 
gate of the capital. Passing along the suburb and 
through the gate, they wended their way to the lodgings 
prepared for them along an unpaved avenue five-and- 
thirty yards wide, which rain and traffic had converted 
into a quagmire, and through which horses, carts, and 
drivers were floundering in great confusion. However, 
on the 27th of July, Mr. Ward and his suite were safely 
housed in “ Thirteenth-street, Pekin.” 


Thus far the narrative of the American Ambas- 
sador’s progress to Pekin has some novelty. Lord 
Macartney, in 1793, and Lord Amberst, in 1816, 
were both conducted to the Chinese capital by the 
ordinary channel of the Peiho. Lord Macartney 
was accompanied by a retinue of 95 Europeans, 
and Lord Amberst’s party numbered 75. The 
object in the present case seems to have been to 
reduce this number still further, and to manifest 
to the population of Pekin that the outside bar- 
barians had gained nothing by their military suc- 
cesses, the reports whereof must have been dimly 
known in the capital. There is a novelty, how- 
ever, about the box upon wheels and the land 
carriage which is not often found in progresses to Pekin. 
Perhaps, also, this narrative of the advance from Pehtang, 
and the information that there are across that wide and 
level plain roads over whieh wheeled vehicles can be 
drawn by one or two horses, and in which men may sit 
without actual dislocation of their joints, may not be 
without interest to those who are now planning a trip 
over that plain with a somewhat escort than that

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The Morning Herald on Louis N apoleon’s letter 

to Victor Emanuel :— 
A careful perusal of the letter from Napoleon III. to 
his brother of Sardinia convinces us that more impor- 
tance is attached to that missive than it deserves. 
Hitherto the French Emperor has been great in diplo- 
macy. He has been more than a match for all the talent 
that Europe could bring into the arena against him, and 
we cannot be induced to believe that he would have 
committed such a palpable error as to have enlightened 
Eu upon his real intentions in the present stage of 
the Italian difficulty. Language, diplomatically speak- 
ing, is best employed when it is used to con- 
ceal thoughts. Such is the maxim of perhaps 
the most eminent authority on the subject, 
M. Talleyrand; and although we can appreciate 
Louis Napoleon’s expressed aversion to be compared to 
Machiavelli, we give him too much credit for statecraft 
to suppose that he always chooses the shortest and most 
straightforward road to the achievement of his views. 
The Moniteur, for instance, spoke very decidedly about 
the rumours of war at the commencement of the present 
year. Nothingcouldbe more unmistakable than the 
dignified rebukes which the Imperial organ administered 
to those calumniators who ventured to traduce the 
peaceful policy of the Second Empire. Yet we may 
say, we trust, without offence, that whilst the 
Naas was preaching peace, France was preparing 
war; and that very few careful obseryers of the 
signs of the times attached any importance whatever 
to the comforting announcements which were put 
forward from time to time to dispel the alarming re- 
ports of great movements of troops and suspicious ac- 
tivity in foundries and dockyards. Later still, we had 
that magnificent programme which promised Italy na- 
tionality, unity, independence—in fact, everything for 
which the most ardent of Italian patriots had sighed, 
excepta republic. Here, again, the ungenerous and 
cautious public refused to listen to the voice of the 
charmer. Many people doubted the means at the Li- 
berator’s disposal; many more had great misgivings 
as to his actual intentions. No doubt the want of 
confidence was chilling. The Emperor himself com- 
plained of the injustice that Europe had done him. 
Nevertheless the preliminaries of Villafranca com- 
pletely nullified the programme of Milan. What 
reason is there why the letter to Sardinia should not 
be vor et pratera nihil; a verbosa ac grandis epis- 
tola signifying nothing ; a feeler to test the pulse of 
public opinion ; a blind to some ulterior design ; in plain 
terms, a hoax ? 

We mean no disrespect to the Emperor in thus cha- 
racterising the new manifesto. Considering attentively 
its various items, we can come to no other conclusion 
than that it is another diplomatic stroke, and that it is 
quite as likely to mean Italian freedom as the restora- 
tion of the Grand Dukes. For if we are to construe the 
terms of the document literally, where on earth is the 
need of a Congress to ratify a foregone “conclusion ? 
If France has traced out her role in the Villafranca preli- 
minaries, why were we given to understand that Europe 
was to be called in to arrange the rea! settlement of the 
Italian question? Lastly, why was the cruel farce 
played out so long? Why have the patriotic hopesof Italy 
and the sympathies of the world been mocked and in- 
sulted? Why has suspense brooded over Central Italy 
until the restoration of the old order of things can only be 
effected by fresh bloodshed ? until the seeds of future 
disaffection, hatred, and strife are sown more deeply and 
abundantly than ever? Moreover, if we look at the 
reasons alleged for the perfect execution of the Villa- 
franca arrangement, they appear singularly inconclusive. 
By that arrangement the rights of the Duke of Mo- 
dena and Tuscany were reserved. Yet the reserva- 
tion of the rights of the Duke of Modena consists in 
handing over a portion of his territory to the Duchess 
of Parma, and the rest to the Archduke of Tuscany. 
So that the ruler who has perilled the most for the 
Austrian Crown suffers the most; whilst the rights of 
the sovereign are distinctly set at naught in the one 
case and the popular will is equally ignored in the other. 
We could understand a great stand being made on the 
rights of legitimacy and treaties ; but we are quite at a 
loss tocomprehend what claim for public approval is 
possessed by an arrangement which violates every recog- 
nised principle of public law, in order to meet the con- 
venience of the monarchs who are parties to it. Far be 
it from us to deny that there is a kind of rough justice 
in the proposed redistribution, and that if any Italian 
ruler is to pay the sage of a faithful adherence to the 
fortunes of the House of Hapsburg, the Duke of Modena 
isthe proper victim. But there is something exqui- 
sitely ludicrous in the notion that these great lords of 
the creation are to meet over their coffee and cigars, 
and dispose not only of their own property, but of that 
of their neighbours, ing to their caprice or neces- 
sities, and then call upon the European Powers, under 
pain of we know not what awful consequences, to put 
their respective seals to the deed. 


As far as this couutry is concerned, however, it mat- 
ters little whether the letter to the King of Sardinia 
expresses the real policy of France or not, use there 
are quite sufficient reasons for our abstaining from 
joining the Congress, independently of our just dislike to 
follow France exactly where she chooses to lead. If we 
take a part in the Congress, it is plain we must go in 
with the intention of espousing one of two sides. We 
must support legitimacy or the popular will; and we 
must ourselves to perpetuate the agreement the 
Congressfmay arrive at. Now, what would this be but the 
virtua! stultification of all our neutrality, and the com- 
plete abandonment of that policy of non-intervention 
which, inaugurated by Lord Malmesbury, has carried us 
honourably through a great difficulty, and very possibly 
saved Europe from a general war? IfaCongress is any- 
thing but a name, it means an assem of States to settle 
some question on a basis which each individual State 
pledges itselfto support. Short of this there is no con- 
ceivable advantage te be derived from the Congress ; so 
that, in fact, there is no mm of our emerging from 
that Congress free from fresh obligations and entangling 
alliances. After all, we are the best judges of our own in- 
terests and our own dignity. Itis not because 
foreigners that we are forfeiting our position 
as a first-rate Power that we should take part in the fag- 
end of a ute between France or Austria. 
The question of the temporal power of the Pope is 
one which coucerns in the slightest degree

MELANCHOLY CASE OF SUDDEN DEATH. 
Dr. Kirwan, city coroner, held an inquest yesterday, 
at 5, Synge-street,on the body of a young gentleman 
named Robert Sangdon, who died suddenly, on Monday 
morning last. Deceased was about thirty years of age, 
and had been a student of medicine and surgery of 
some years’ standing. He was married, and has left a 
widow andtwo young children. From the statement 
of Mrs. Langdon, it was gathered that the deceased had 
been for some time past labouring under symptoms in- 
dicative of heart disease, and had been in the habit of 
taking stimulants with a view of relieving the attacks 
of weakness from which he suffered ; that on Saturday 
night he complained of being unwell, and went out to 
consult a medical gentleman, who ordered him a 
draught, which was to be repeated if required. 
At a late hour deceased was prevailed on to go to 
bed. His feet and limbs were cold, and were 
chafed to restore warmth. He seemed to experience 
relief, and fell asleep, and no apprehensions of imme- 
diate danger were entertained, but shortly before day- 
light Mrs. Langdon awoke and found him lifeless. 
Medical aid was at once sent for,and Doctor Tomlinson, 
of Camden-street, was promptly in attendance, but life 
was extinct.

THE WEATHER. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Tipperary, Monpay.—Since Saturday night the wea- 
ther here, has been unusually severe and violent. Until 
six o'clock, on Saturday, it was fine and calm; about 
seven o’clock the rain began to descend in torrents, and 
fell without intermission till morning. 

Sunday was exceedingly wet, and the temperature was 
so cold that scarcely anybody stirred out, and the streets 
were comparatively deserted. 

All to-day we have had almost incessant rain 
and about two o'clock a storm, which I have scarcely 
ever seen equalled in violence, burst over the town. 
The houses shook as if struck by immense bodies; slates 
were blown off the roofs; and in one instance a whole 
chimney stack succumbed to the violence of the gale. 
In the rural districts surrounding the town the storm 
was severely felt; trees were blown down, and the trains, 
in consequence of the strong wind, were upwards of 
half-an-hour behind time. About three o’clock the 
storm abated, and as I write the streets are flooded with 
water pools, which are every moment increased by the 
descending torrent.

The principal part of these resigned 
their situations in consequence of the gross abuse of 
power exercised over them by the authorities. Theywere 
mulcted to an unheard-of extent for any frivolousor ima- 
ginary fault that may be found with themselves or the 
prisoners in their charge at the time being ; and, as this 
unheard-of system of reformation requires that the war- 
der should atone for the misconduct of the prisoners, it 
may be easily conceived that the offerings at the shrine 
of the “penal laws” are considerable, and the unfor- 
tunate warder is minus no small portion of 
his miserable and hard-earned pittance at the end of the 
month. Itis in accordance with reason and the expe- 
rience of ages that a governor, chgplains, medical 
officers, and warders, are necessary in a prison, and have 
a right to be liberally paid, taking their respective duties 
and positions into consideration; and that they should be 
held responsible for the proper administration of any 
rules and regulations for the treatment of prisoners that 
the Government or Legislature may think proper to 
make. I have seen those rules and regulations hereto- 
fore successfully carried out in Spike Island, previous 
to the accession of the directors to office, and at a period 
when, at least, 2,300 convicts were retained in the prison. 
Reference to the books of the institation will show that 
at that time neither warders were assaulted nor prisoners 
flagellated, and that few or none of those who were 
obliged to put up the time which their respective sen- 
tences prescribed, under a proper regimen and discipline, 
ever returned as criminals again ; but, as soon as a 
board of directors were appointed, and the chimerical 
theories of mistaken philanthropy and crazy socialism 
began to be applied, and that ease and comfort, and a 
collegiate education, and a _  superfluity of food, 
and, instead of enforcing obedience, coaxing and 
caressing, and holding out inducements to conduct 
themselves to some of the greatest vagabonds on earth, 
and that the governor and warders were prohibited 
by the directots from carrying out the laws of the coun- 
try acgording tothe spirit and meaning of the Legislature 
and the intent of the judge who pronounced the sentence, 
so soon did the liberated reformed criminals begin to 
reappear in legions, and return to that asyluin in which 
there isno lack or scarcity ;—-taking care, in the interim, 
to make what they had long premeditated, a good haul, 
before they were again nailed by the green-jackets, and 
giving unmistakable evidence on their arrival that 
instead of being reformed, they became adepts in deeds 
of daring, by giving their officers striking proofs with the 
crowbar, the bammer, and the brick-bat.

No small item for gulling the community into the belief 
of a mock reformation of criminals. 
Though the sum of £3,865 6s. 1d. is no small item for 
the consideration of the Chancellor of the Exchequer for 
the salaries and attendant expenses of this community of 
wiseacres, for propounding new theories, for letting 
burglars, pickpockets, and thieves loose on the com- 
munity before the time prescribed by their sentences, it 
weighs only as a feather when compared with the gross, 
misapplication of the public funds at their command, 
expended for the dietary and comfort of those vaga- 
bonds.

In reality, it 
is tudicrous to behold men of superior acquirements, such 
as the masters employed in Spike Island, lecturing on 
globes, chemistry, geology, and astronomy—in fact, a 
complete course of mathematical and physical science— 
having as audience an assembly of men-siayers, bur- 
glars, pickpockets, thimble-riggers, gamblers at trick-o’ 
the-loop, lunatics, &c. No doubt, the words of the poet 
must have suggested themselves to them — 

“Where is the wise man that was ever found 

To waste his labours on a barren ground ; 

To spend his swiftness in a vain pursuit, 

Or water gardens that produce no fruit?” 
The number and amount of books and other station- 
ery procured for those graduates is incredible. It may 
be found, oninquiry, that it is no exaggeration to state 
that there are twelve books on an average for each stu- 
dent; and,computing the number of prisoners at pre- 
sent in Spike Island at 500, that would amount to 6,000 
volumes. Men who pursue an honest, industrious, and 
virtuous course of life are not within the reach of such 
appliances and opportunities for the education of their 
children. 

Notwithstanding the "g EY and comforts I have 
stated to exist in Spike Island, it is, in the eye of the 
prisoner, but a place of punishment, until he is trans- 
ferred to Fort Camden, where he is inducted to the 
ne plus ultra of the care and comforts of a prison life.

I would now offera few observations on the perfor- 
mance of last Th night. 

Of the solo singers (although all did their business 
well} I think it necessary to speak of but one, namely, 
Madame Goldschmidt herself, or, as we still like to call 
her, Jenny Lind. 

In some of your contemporaries it was, I believe, stated 
that she was somewhat husky. If so, I was fortunate 
enough not to perceive it. [Io me the very first notes 
of “ There were shepherds” were clear as a bell ; while 
her singing of “ I know that my Redeemer liveth” was 
the most exquisite thing I ever heard. 

I would, however, particularly notice the singing of 
the choruses, which, in a scientific point of view, I 
consider formed the great feature of the evening. 

Being ee musician of nearly five-and- 
twenty years’ s ing, 1 may perhaps venture to give 
an opinion on this subject, and in all my experience of 
chorus-singing, in England and elsewhere, as well as 
here, I never heard anything more perfect than the 
choruses of the “ Messiah,” as they were performed on 
Thursday night last. The ladies and gentlemen of the 
orchestra will have reason henceforth to look back with 
pride on their achievements of that evening. The 
instrumentalists emulated the vocalists in their efforts 
to produce a whole not often to be enjoyed by the music- 
loving public. 

Now, this brings me to the last thing I wish to notice 
as connected with this event, for it was a musical 
event. 

It was remarked in several letters from officers in 
India, at the time of the mutiny there, that Sepoys 
generally came well into action, and, in many cases, 
fought with determined bravery ; but as the battle went 
on, for want of a superior mind to direct their efforts, 
they usually made a mess of it, and were beaten by 
vastly inferior numbers. 

In like manner, 
tlemen of the orchestra, on last Thurs- 
day evening, clever and efficient as they 
undoubtedly were, must have made a mess of it, had 
they not had the guidance of a master mind. That 
master mind was Joseph Robinson’s. To him, as con- 
ductor of the Antient Concert Society, is Dublin indebted 
for whatever in the way of choral singing is best worth 
hearing. I remember not only the infancy, but even the 
birth of that society. At its first meetings, my voice 
(then a feeble treble) was raised with that of the few, 
comparatively speaking, who used then to assemble 
together ; and I well remember the trouble and expense 
it then, and for years afterwards, entailed on the 
society to get together a commonly decent chorus, 
and that to get together such a chorus as we had on 
Thursday night—good and tuneful in voice, and strict 
and accurate in time---every point taken up simultane- 
ously with the stroke of the “ baton,” as though they 
were an instrument on which the conductor was playing, 
would have been utterly impossible. 

To Madame Goldschmidt be all praise, for so readily, 
and with such grace, lending her world-tamed powers to 
the cause as she did; but let us not forget who sat on 
the box, held the reins, and drove the coach, steadily and 
well, bringing it in true to time, without break-down or 
accident of any kind.

THE CEREMONY OF CUTTING FAGGOTS 
AND COUNTING HORSESHOES BY THE 
SHERIFFS OF LONDON, ON MONDAY. 

By the statute of the 22d and 23d Vic., cap. 21, 
the Queen’s Remembrancer Act, passed in the last 
session, the ceremony of presenting the persons chosen 
by the City of London to serve the office of Sheriffs 
of the city and the united office of the Sheriff of 
Middlesex on the 30th day of October in each year to 
the barons of her Majesty’s Exchequer at Westminster, 
for the approval of her Majesty, was abolished, but by 
the 43d section of the Act it was provided that warrants 
should as hitherto be filed to receive and execute all 
writs, as also warrants to account to the Queen for all 
rents and suits and services ; the statute also provided 
that it should be unnecessary for the sheriffs to perform 
such suit and service, but that it might be done by their 
undersheriff or their agents, before the Queen’s Remem- 
brancer, at his office, on any day or time or place, 
between the Feast of St. Michael the Archangel and 
the Morrow of St. Martin. On the 30th of September, 
Mr. Panton, the chief clerk, attended at the office of 
Mr. : Undersheriff Eagleton, the senior undersheriff, 
when the ceremony of reading the warrants, to receive 
and execute all writs, &c., and their being filed, was 
gone through ; but this, the 3ist of October, was ap- 
pointed at the office of the Queen’s Remembrancer, in 
Chancery-lane, for the ceremony of chopping faggots 
with a billhook and adze, as suit and ce for a piece 
of land called the Moor, in Shropshire; and the 
counting of six horseshoes and 61 nails, as suit and 
service for a piece of land called the Forge, in the 
parish of St. Clement Danes. Accordingly this after- 
noon Mr. Eagleton, the senior and sworn undersheriff, 
accompanied by the City Solicitor and Mr. Secondary 
Potter, attended before the Queen’s Remembrancer, 
H. W. Vincent, Esq., at his chambers in Chancery-lane, 
when they were formally introduced by Mr. Panton, 
the chief clerk, who read the usual warrants to account 
for all rents, &c., to do all suits and service, and the 
ceremony of cutting the faggots and counting the six 
horse shoes and sixty-one nails was gone through, as the 
suits and services before-mentioned, when the Queen’s 
Remembrancer declared the service well performed, 
which terminated the proceedings. 

Formerly the ancient ceremony being performed 
in the Court of Exchequer at Westminster created 
great curiosity, the court always being crowded, but, 
by the new Act, it has become a semi-private official 
ceremony.

It was stated that when the Roman Catholic chap- 
lain pertormed the ceremonies of his church in the 
workhouse, the members of the Protestant Church were 
obliged to hide their faces, or be turned out by the shoul- 
der. Ifa room could be set apart for the one party, or 
anything done to remedy such a state of things, it would 
be well. It was a very disagreeable thing for people to 
have to veil their faces in such a manner. 
The Clerk---It is when the Roman Catholic chaplain 
is administering the last rites of the church to Roman 
Catholics in the hospital that he requires such to be 
done by the other patients. 
The Chairman—Let us have the Rev. Mr. Eager here, 
and he will state the whole matter to us. 

The Rev. J. S. Eager, curate to the Very Rev. the 
Dean of Down, and acting Episcopalian chaplain to the 
workhouse, was then called before the board, being in 
the house at the time. 

The Chairman—Mr. Eager, will you state to the 
board what you have to complain of with regard to the 
Protestant inmates being compelled to hide their faces ? 

The Rev. Mr. Eager—The priest is in the habit, when 
administering some of the rites of his church in the in- 
firmary, of making some of the Protestants cover their 
heads, and some of them he makes leave the room en- 
tirely, if able at all todo so. He does thisin the case of 
sick paupers, principally in the infirmary. There are 
three at present there who were made cover their heads 
by the priest, and they do not know why. I find that 
the priest is in the constant habit of doingthis. A eom- 
plaint was made to me, and it is in consequence of that 
that I bring it before the board. 

The Chairman—When you administer the rites of 
your church, do you put any one out ? 

Rev. Mr. Eager—By no means. 

Mr. Moore—Have you been requested to bring this 
before the board? 

Rev. Mr. Eager---I have. 

Mr. Murray---Did any of the paupers complain of it 
to you ? 

Rev. Mr. Eager--I heard it first outside from one who 
had been a patient in the infirmary,and then I inquired 
in the house, and aman named M‘Alister told me he 
was ordered out of the room by the priest, and the poor 
man said---“ You need not put me out; I am blind, 
and cannot see anything ;” to which the priest replied, 
“If you cannot see, you can hear,” and put the poor 
man out. 

Mr. Murray---If they were all Roman Catholics in the 
room, the priest would put them out ; itis the rule of the 
church. 

Captain Hamilton—It seems to me that there was no 
complaint made until Mr. Kager asked them. He heard it 
outside the house first, and then came in and asked about 
it, I see no objection at all to them covering their heads, 
or any of them that are able leaving the room, out of good 
feelmg towards the Roman Catholics. 

Mr. Russell—And out of respect for religion. 

Mr. Murray---One of the last rites of the church is 
confession, and the priest, during confession, wants no 
one in the room but the person confessing. You all know 
it is not right that a man should be in the next bed while 
a dying man is making his confession. 

Mr. Ringland-— There might be a neat comfortable sort 
of bed got fixed on wheels, so that the man could be put 
in it and wheeled into another room, where he could be 
alone with the priest. 

Mr. Murray--You would want that for them all, then 
Captain Despard—Just let the paupers be told that 
there is no coercion, and that they may do as they please 
—cover their heads, leave the room, or do neither, just 
as they like themselves. 

The Chairman—What I can gather as the feeling of 
the board then is this, if they think fit to leave the 
place themselves, itis all well; but, if not, they can- 
not be compelled to do so. 

Captain Hamilton—-Suppose you say they cannot be 
compelled, and that the Roman Catholic religion re- 
quires privacy, you had better then provide some sort 
of screen to be put round the bed at which the priest 
may require to be in private with the sick person. I be- 
lieve these complaints are got up by men of strong party 
feelings to raise agitation between man and man, and 
for creating animosity. They are got up, too, by people 
of education, and it would be better if such trumped-up 
cases were never brought before this board. 

Mr. Murray—The same thing has been going on 
quietly since the workhouse was built, seventeen years 


The same is done everywhere. When the priest is 
giving the last rites of the church, he never allows any- 
one to be present. Sure, that is well known. 

Mr. Blackwood—I would have them divided into sepa- 
rate rooms, and would print on them “ Roman Catho- 
lics here,” and so on. 

Mr. Moore—I would not agree at all with that. [ sup- 
pose in the next world, too, you would have up “ Ro- 
man Catholics here,” and “ Protestants here, 'and “ Pres- 
byterians here.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Ferrar—It would be better to hear both sides of 
the question, and have Mr. M, Convey, the priest, before 
us, as well as Mr. Eager. 

The Chairman---Oh, I do not think we require to do 
that at all.

Major Nugent---We went peaceably here for many 
years; but now these religious questions are brought up 
from time to time, and they were begun by the Roman 
Catholic chaplain, and not only in this union, but in 
every union in Ireland.

- Having criticised, in general terms, the pre- 
anes matte J taken by the Attorney-General, he 
proceeded to call attention to the transactions which 
occurred in July, 1855. Jobn Sadleir represented at 
that period that he had pressing occasion for £95,000, 
and that the effect of the bank lending this sum of 
money would be to put an end to the extremely dis- 
ayreeable relations which previously existed between him 
and the London and County Bank: that it would 
simplify his transactions, by consolidating all his 
loans, and establish the relation between him 
and the bank of simple mortgager and mortgagee. 
It was not even alleged that after the effectuation of 
this loan, there was any other pecuniary dealing be- 
tween John Sadleir, and the London and County Bank ; 
and so far from it being unwise and improper for the 
directors to enter into this contract, it was right and 
proper for them to do so; andthe more pressure, the 
more applications for loans the other side showed, the 
more was he (counsel) entitled to say that the directors 
acted wisely in putting an end to such a state of things 
—in taking the best security they could get, to close 
Mr. Sadleirs accomnt, and proceed as speedily as 
possible to realise, by sale of his estates, 
the large advance which they had made to him. 
Could it be for a moment contended that the directors 
would have parted with this sum of £95,000, if they 
did not think they were acting for the benefit of the 
shareholders. Was this preposterous assertion to be 
made, that because speculations had existed between 
Mr. Sadleir and certain of the directors of this bank, 
that thereforethey would have given this sum of £95,000 
without any security at all? In truth, the court was 
called on to conclude that there was really no contract 
at all—that it was the only mode of placing £95,000 at 
Mr. Sadleirs disposal, and that the directors did not care 
a pin whether they got security or not. He (counsel) 
would ask his lordship, having regard to the transac- 
tions which occurred before those of July, 1855, was 
there anything to incapacitate or prevent the bank, 
if they thought it was for their interest, from entering 
into this contract with Mr. John Sadleir---anything to 
prevent them shooting another arrow of the same flight? 
The real question in the case was, what was the contract 
entered into in the month of July, 1855? ‘The Attorney- 
General, from the beginning to the end of his statement, 
did not venture to tell the court what that contract was; 
but he professed to be ignorant of it. The deed of 
August, 1855, would have enlightened him. It was acon- 
veyance of the Kilcommon estate by John Sadleir to 
Burmester and others ; and traced title to John Sadleir, 
freed of all incumbrances, except the mortgage of the 
Globe Insurance Company for £19,000. Suppose the 
Attorney-General was right in assuming that 
there was a naked payment to John Sadleir, 
what would be the position of his clients? Could 
any one doubt but that, by paying that £95,000, they 
were purchasers for valuable consideration ; but pur- 
chasers of what?—of an unincumbered estate, save and 
exéent this one incumbrance of £16,000 ; and the very 
moment they discovered there was any other incum- 
brance affecting the estate, they had a right to call on 
John Sadleir to perform his covenant for further assur- 
ance, by procuring a release from the mortgage which 
had not been disclosed to them. He did not contend 
that his clients would have /ocus standi, except as persons 
having entered into a contract to get an estate free from 
incumbrance, and that contract could not be performed 
without doing that which John Sadleir undertook 
to do—namely, procure Mr. Eyre’s release. When 
the court arrived at the conclusion which he sub- 
mitted it should, that the contract was to get an estate 
free, except charged with 16,000/., the rest of the case 
followed. His clients were just as much purchasers 
for valuable consideration as if this release had been 
executed before they paid the money, because they were 
paying their money for a thing which they could not 
get on fuot of a contract which was not completed 
until John Sadleir did what he professed to procure 
from Mr. Eyre, in the month of October, 1855. There 
was no allegation, from beginning to end, that the Lon- 
don and{County Bank were parties to the mode in 
which that release was procured ; and if it could be 
shown that they were in any way connected 
with the fraudulent representations made by John Sad- 
leir respecting the securities which he gave Mr. Eyre in 
substitution, he could not for a moment contend but that 
they had taken advartage of the fraud. 
The learned counsel's argument occupied the greater 
portion of the day, and at its conclusion the court ad- 
journed to this morning. 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY, 
(Before Judge Lynch.) 
In re J. Douglass. 

The meeting was for proof of debts, choice of assignee, 
and surrender. ‘The bankrupt carried on business as a 
draper in Queen’s-street, but the examination was de- 
clared to be private. Mr. Delany, of the firm of 
M‘Swiney and Delany was chosen assignee.

COMMISSION OF OYER AND TERMINER. 

The several cases for trial having been disposed of on 
Monday, the Lord Chief Baron and Mr. Justice Perrin 
sat yesterday for the purpose of ruling the books. 

An old man named Richard Cullen,who had been 
convicted of stealing £3 15s. from a man named James 
Kelly, with whow he had been in company, was sen- 
tenced to be imprisoned for six calendar months, and 
kept to hard labour, and also to be kept insolitary con- 
finement for the last two days of thesecond, fourth, and 
fifth months of his imprisonment. 

Michael Kelly, who had been convicted of obtaining 
boots under false pretences, was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, and to be kept in soli- 
tary confinement on the last two days of cach of the last 
two months of his imprisonment. 

Mr. Abraham John Dowling stated to the court that 
the wife of the prisoner Kelly was dying, and asked the 
court that the prisener might be allowed to see her before 
sentence was passed on him. 

The Chief Baron stated the law would not permit of 
the prisoner being removed before sentence was passed 
on him to see his wife, but the authorities of the jail 
would subsequently allow him to see her. 

Michael Myles, who piaded guilty to a charge of 
stealing a quantity of plate, was sentenced to be kept in 
penal servitude for a term of three years. 

William Whelan, who was convicted for breaking and 
entering a Roman Catholic Church at Inchicore, and at- 
tempting to steal therefrom two poor-boxes containing 
moncy, was sentenced to penal servitude for a term of 
four years. ‘The prisouer was a very old offender, and 
had been imprisoned for a robbery committed by him at 
the Smithfield convict prison, and he had also been con- 
victed in hilkenny, under an assamed name, for an ex- 
tensive robbery, aud sentenced to seven years’ transpor- 
tation. 

A young lad named William Doyle, who hadbeen con- 
victed upon an indictment, charging him with having 
broken into a dwelling-house, with intent to steal ; also, 
for having been found concealed in a gate lodge, for the 
purpose of robbery, and further, having stolen two coats, 
and other articles, was then calied up for judgment. 
The Chief Baron, addressing the prisoner, said it 

that he had been ‘ourteen times previously convicted, 
principally for small offences, but at one time he had 
been imprisoned for twelve months 
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prisoner, in the heat of passion, had raised a deadly 


weapon, which was not essential under the circum- 
stances, in defending himself. The places where the 
wounds were inflicted on the unfortunate young 
man certainly ied to the supposition that they were not 
inflicted with any deadly design on the part of the pri- 
soner, but in every case where human life was sacri- 
ficed, the court was bound to pronounce a sentence of 
substantial severity. The prisoner was then sentenced 
to nine months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, from 
the date of his committal. 

Patrick Monahan, who had been convicted of an inde- 
cent assault upon a young girl, was sentenced to be im- 
prisoned for twelve calendar months, and to be kept to 
hard labour, and at specified periods to be placed in 
solitary confinement. 

Margaret Andrews, for larceny, was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment. 

Timothy O’Brien was sentenced to be imprisoned for 
ten months, with hard labour, fora robbery at the Kil- 
dare-street club.

THE POST OFFICE CASE. 

John Lally, the letter-carrier, who was convicted of 
feloniously detaining two letters with which he had 
been entrusted for delivery, was then placed at the bar 
to receive sentence. 

The Chiet Baron, in passing sentence, said, he had 
been found guilty of one of a class of offences ¥ hich, in 
the opinion of the court, wherever guilt had been brought 
clearly homeagainst the party charged, ought nerer,ex- 
cept under the most peculiar circumstances, be followed by 
other il the most severe and exemplary punishment. 
The class of offences to which he alluded was that com- 
mitted by persons in the employment of that Post Office, 
with reference to letters, and the contents of letters com- 
mitted to their charge. It was notfwerely that corres- 
pondence, which must necessarily be of the greatest im- 
portance in a commercial country, depended upon the 
proper delivery of letters, but sums of money belong- 
ing to persons in an humble condition of life were sent 
in small portions, from time to time, by that means of 
accommodation which the authorities of the 
Post Office had devised, and were in the habit of em- 
ploying for the accommodation, to a very great degree, 
of the humbler classes of society. Large sums of money, 
from year to year, were sent home by those who had 
emigrated from their native land to foreign climes to 
their friends, sometimes for the purpose of enabling 
them also to emigrate. The prisoner had been found 
guil'y of detaining two letters at periods not far distant 
from each other, and it was impossible to imagine that 
he could have detained them for any other purpose 
than pilfering their contents, if he found it 
worth while to risk such a _ proceeding; he 
the (Chief Baron) felt, and he believed his learned 
colleague, who had so much larger experience and know- 
ledge, likewise felt, that when cases of that kind were 
clearly established, it was essential for the security of 
those for whose protection the law had been framed 
that severe and exemplary pnnishment should follow 
the detection of such offences. 
upon several occasions, to try persons who had been 
found guilty of transportable offences against the Post 
Office laws, and he did not think he had ever pro- 
nounced, except upon one occasion, under very peculiar 
circumstances, and moreover he did not thiak he would 
ever pronounce, save under very peculiar circumstances, 
indeed, a sentence less than penal servitude for such 
offences, where the law permitted that punishment. In 
the present case the charge was not vested by the law 
with very severe punishment, and rightly; because 
there were degrees of guilt which the law considered. 
The offence was, nevertheless, of a most serious cha- 
racter. The jury had unanimously recommended the 
prisoner to the merciful consideration of the court,ground- 
ing that recommendation upon the prisoner’s youth, and 
possibly in consequence of the evidence given of the 
prisoner’s good character. But for that recommenda- 
tion he (the Chief Baron) would be disposed to pro- 
nounce upon the prisonera severer sentence; but having 
carefully considered the case, he did not think he could 
award a sentence less severe than that about to be pro- 

nounced, which was that he should be imprisoned for 
twelve calendar months with hard labour, and be kept 
in solitary confinement on the last two days of the 
second and each alternate month of his imprisonment, 
and also to pay a fine of £20, and be further imprisoned 
until that sum was paid. By thus abridging the period 
of imprisonment by a pecuniary fine, the prisoner might 
be enabled to regain the character which he had unhap- 
pily lost, and place himself in a position as soon as pos- 
sible of earning his bread. 

Eliza O’Brien, who had been convicted of stealing £45 
from an Englishman named Jacob, was sentenced to be 
kept in penal servitude, for a term of four years.
